Better Homes, 


Better Town 


It’s Better Homes Week through- 
out the nation this week. Here in 
Andover we feel rather proud 
about our dwelling-houses, and we 
may feel thet to us Better Homes 
Week is more or less superfluous. 
And yet we shouldn’t look at the 
houses on Andover Hill or in Shaw- 
sheen Village without remembering 
that there are sections of the town 
that we'd rather be without from 
a “Beautiful Home” point of view. 


Andover has experienced a con- 
siderable building boom in the past 
few years, and fortunately the 
homes have been built mostly by 
men interested in seeing that An- 
dover’s standards are maintained 
and even improved, men like Fred 
Cheever, Edward Hall, George 
Cairns, Cornelius Wood, William 
Trow, and Carl Stevens. The de- 
velopments under their control 
have all been guided by a desire to 
provide attractive residences of 
which the town can well ibe proud. 
But in some portions of West An- 
dover and in some off South Main 
street there have been growths 
that some day we're going to re- 
gret just as much as we regret the 
building years ago of some of the 
squat, dingy little homes that we 
see so frequently throughout the 
town, especially near the center. 


Our zoning law helps immeasur- 
ably of course. It does prevent the 
building of houses too close to- 
gether and it provides other regu- 
jlations to lift the standards of 
building here in Andover, but it 
does not and cannot say whether a 
person shall build a two-story plus 
attic dwelling or just a one-story, 
flat-roof, tar paper shelter. Yes, 
there are some of these in An- 
dover, too many of them. Maybe 
nothing can ‘be done to prevent 
this, but it would be a good prob- 
lem for some group like the An- 
dover Village Improvement So- 

i ciety to investigate in an endeavor 
to see if through legal means or by 
personal appeal lot-owners can be 
made to help Andover be a place of 
“Better Homes.”

Dear Editor: 
The taxpayers of Massachusetts 
will soon know which members of 
the State Legislature are coura- 


geously standing with the Governor 
in his “efficiency and economy” 
program. 

The citizens of the towns and 
cities comprising the state have 
solved many of their own financial 
problems after serious deliberation 
and through instituting practices 
of economy and self denial. They 
will not stand for a “Legislative 
Grab” now. 

The bill, reported by the Legis- 
lative Committee on State Admin- 
istration, to pay the members of 
the legislature when they sit once 
in two years the same salary they 
received when they met annually 
is nothing more than a bold move 
by each Representative in the 
General Court to pocket $2000 of 
the people’s money. 


All intelligent State Representa- 
tives elected last November were 
well aware that the State ballot 
contained the constitutional a- 
mendment calling for biennial ses- 
sions and the motivating force be- 
hind the move was to save money.

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Our First Anniversary 


This issue of the Townsman marks the first anniver- 
sary under new ownership, and at this time we would 


‘like to express our appreciation to all those who have 


assisted in making our first year a successful one, one 
which points to a very promising future for Andover’s 
half-century old weekly. 


Business, as the readers of the Townsman can tell 
from looking at it, has been very good, so good in fact 
that for the past five weeks we have been able to run 
16-page papers and this week we are running a 20- 
page issue. Twelve pages had been the established 
size for some time before the change in ownership, and 
on a pure income basis it was the usual size during the 
past year. There came a time in the winter, however, 
when the business had been built up to a difficult stage, 
when it provided too much advertising for 12 pages, 
too little for 16. The next step was to get enough ad- 
ditional advertising to bring it up to 16, and we’re now 
trying to carry enough every week to make at least 16 
possible. There will be times we expect, particularly in 
the slack summertime, when 12 pages will be more or 
less of a common occurrence, but in general we feel 
now that 16 will be the regular size. Our next goal 
of course is a regular 20, and that’s what we’re work- 
ing for now. And then it will be 24. 


There have been a number of improvements in ad- 
dition to the increased number of pages. We are using 
type that is much easier to read. We have adopted a 
smaller headline schedule to provide more room for 
news articles (the shift in the top heading on the 
front page from two large lines to one line freed five 
column inches on that page for additional news mat- 
ter). We have used many more pictures than was for- 
merly the case, and we have made arrangements so 
that we can have pictures of events happening just a 
few hours before presstime. We are using better stock, 
and next week an even better quality will be adopted.

whereby $24,000,000 could be

WHERBAS, Most of the cities and 
towns in this Commonwealth have 
reduced their budgets this year,

WHERBPAS, Several of our own 
citizens and members of the Ser- 
vice club who attended this meet- 
ing were all profoundly impressed 
with the recommendations ad-

(Continued from Page 1) 


j;room, involving approximately 
| twenty-two children. It will also 
mean the consolidation of three 
grades in the Shawsheen school 
making two grades, involving ap- 
proximately sixty-nine children. 
This in total means approximately 
ninety-one children subjected to 
an inferior type of education, 
whereas the closing of the North 
school eliminates this undesirable 
condition entirely in these two 
schools.” 

Chairman Smith presented a 
minority report in which he stated 
that he was still of the same 
opinion that the North school 
should be closed for academic rea- 
sons only, but due to the town 
meeting vote, he felt that the com- 
mittee was morally obligated to 
keep the school open. 

There was a long discussion on 
the matter, and finally on a mo- 
tion to leave the school open, it 
was defeated 4 to 8, with Mrs. 
Musk not voting, and the original 
minority, members Carter, Doher- 
ty and Lewis, remaining intact in 
favor of continuing the status quo. 


A letter was read from Mrs. 
Fieldhouse, prominent in the agi- 
tation for keeping the school open, 
in which she mentioned the work 
that the men of the district had 
done ito protect the oil burner and 
to drain the yard, it being her 
feeling that the committee might 
be influenced by the drainage 
problem. However, the decision to 
close the school was reaffirmed on 
merely academic grounds. 

A Ballardvale delegation was 
present at the meeting to protest 
against anv combination of grades 
in that school. The delegation in- 
cluded Mrs. George Brown, Mr. 
Edwards and George Haselton.
